The co st o f getting to and 
fro m the medical attentio n y o u 
and y o ur dependents require is 
deductible. Ho w much? The ac­ 
tual co st o f the ro und trip. If 
y o u use y o ur car, this means 
gas, o il, to lls and parking, but 
no t depreciatio n. A lternativ ely ,1 
y o u can use the fiv e cents a 
mile allo wance. 


Visiting the sick can be de­ 
ductible, to o . Where y o ur do c­ 
to r prescribes v isits to a sick 
dependent fo r therapy purpo ses, 
the transpo rtatio n co sts are de­ 
ductible. 
No rmally the co st o f a special 
diet is no t deductible—it's co n­

medical ex penses are de­ 
ductible to the ex tent that they

o f medicine and drugs are in­ 


cluded as medical ex pense to j 
the ex tent that they ex ceed 1 
per cent o f adjusted gro ss in­ 
co me. Ho wev er, if either y o u 
o f y o ur wife is 6 5 o r o v er y o u 
may 
claim 
all 
medical 
ex ­ 
penses witho ut reductio n by the 
3 per cent and 1 per cent lim i­ 
tatio ns. 
There is a fav o rable tax law 
change fo r 19 6 7 which will help

no ceiling with respect to med­ 
ical ex pense deductio ns fo r in­ 
div iduals after 19 6 6 . Currently ,- 
the ceiling is, in general, $5,000

WASHINGTON (NEA)—President J o hnso n has 
put o ff a decisio n o n whether Selectiv e Serv ice lo cal 
bo ards sho uld be co ntinued o r replaced with a 
centralized system. 
This is a matter which sho uld be debated care­ 


fu lly . Fo r there is danger that in abo lishing lo cal 
bo ards the baby wo uld be thro wn o ut with the bath 
water. 
Certainly there are inequities when decisio ns 
arc marie by mo re than 4,000 lo cal bo ards, each 
with the final say within v ery bro ad limits (except 
fo r appeal) o n who is ready to go and who is to be 
deferred. 
But the questio n is no t whether there are in­ 
equities. It's whether the benefits balanced against 
the inequities o f this system are greater o r less 
than in a centralized setup. 


M an y peo ple feel these days that they are be­ 
co ming numbers o r entries o n a co mputer mem­ 
o ry hank. So me v ariatio n is desirable. Human 
beings require human J udgments. 
In a co urt o f law, co nsiderable latitude is g iv -; 
en juries and judges. In co urts o f law, also , a man 
Is entitled to be judged in a lo cal area by a jury 
o f his peers. In tho se co untries this repo rter has 
liv ed in where men are taken o ff to co urts co n­ 
siderable distances away, justice is mo re legal, less 
human and mo re subject to inequities. 
In So uth Vietnam, o ne reaso n there hav e been 
no many draft do dgers is that the co mmunities are 
no t part o f any selectiv e serv ice system. It’s the 
central go v ernment co ming in and taking their 
yo ung men witho ut lo cal sav -so that they resent 
bitterly. It has built up in many co mmunities a 
resistance to the Saigo n go v ernment. Villager after 
v illager talked to said he wants so me lo cal say in 
What happens to the yo ung men o f his v illage. 
In the United States, lo cal ho ards came Into 
existence as a result o f the stro ng resentment 
aro used in the Civ il War days when “ o utsiders” 
tam e into the lo cal co mmunities and gathered up 
yo ung men o f draft age. 
Lo cal bo ards can take lo cal co nditio ns into 
acco unt. 
Centralized rules are dangero us witho ut the 
J eav ening o f a lo cal human element. Otherwise it 
hecmtie*, no t rule by law hut rule by bureaucratic 
J egulatio n.

Inequities within the lo cal bo ard system can 
be co rrected witho ut abo lishing the system. 


1. The present system requires that a yo ung 
man’s o riginal lo cal bo ard shall be his lo cal bo ard 
ail his life. So metimes this beco mes ridiculo us. A 
man may mo v e away fro m the area and nev er re­ 
turn. If the principle is that each man’s case is to be 
judged by his neighbo rs, so me pro v isio n sho uld be 
made fo r a man’s reco rds to be transferred to his 
new neighbo rho o d if he mo v es there. 


2. When each lo cal bo ard mo v es in its o wn 
directio n, unaware o f ho w' o ther bo ards are decid­ 
ing cases, serio us inequities are bo und to arise. 


This pro blem can be so lv ed In part by regular 
interstate regio nal wo rksho ps fo r lo cal bo ard mem 
bers, clerks, go v ernment appeal agents and appeal 
bo ard members. At these seminars, indiv iduals 
fro m each co mmunity co uld share their expert 
ences, their metho ds, interpretatio ns and decisio ns 
Each man wo uld see ho w o thers did things. 


All majo r co mpanies hav e an auditing gro up 
and quality co ntro l gro ups. The military serv ices 
hav e inspecto rs general o r the equiv alent. The 
federal go v ernment has a General Acco unting Office 
These lo o k into erro rs, inferio r practices and in­ 
equities. The Selectiv e Serv ice System sho uld hav e 
so mebo dy within the system which wo uld regularly 
receiv e repo rts o n alleged inequities and widely 
differing practices between o ne bo ard and ano ther. 
This bo dy wo uld determine what reco mmendatio ns 
to make to prev ent unwise v ariatio ns it fo und. 


3. So me bo ards hav e go tten o ut o f to uch with 
the citizens o f their co mmunities. So me hav e be­ 
co me lax and left classificatio n up to their clerks. 
So me no lo nger kno w their o wn neighbo rho o ds. 
So me hav e so much to dd they do n’t hav e the time 
to giv e adequate co nsideratio n to each case, (hie 
bo ard has mo re than 54,000 registrants, ano ther less 
than 30. One-fifth o f the 16,632 lo cal bo ard mem­ 
bers are o v er 70, 400 members o v er 80 and 12 o v er 
90. 
The large bo ards sho uld be cut (to wn in size 
and new bo ards added. Mo re tiny bo ards sho uld be 
co mbined with o thers. There must be a wider rep­ 
resentatio n fro m the co mmunity o n so me bo ards 
and a check made to determine that ev ery bo ard 
member has the v igo r and the time to do this cru­ 
cial unpaid jo b.

The 
fo rmer is mo re serio us because 
K can rapidly lead to sho ck. It j 
tnay start with pro fuse sweating 
and dizziness but in the excite­ 
ment o f his play a child m ay 
po t 
reco gnize 
these 
warning 
signs. If 
there is any do ubt, 
ho wev er, the child sho uld eat 
a piece o f candy o r drink so m e 
fruit juice witho ut delay. If he 
Is hav ing an insulin reactio n 
this may sav e his life. If he 
Isn’t, the harm can be easily 
remedied. 


Diabetic co ma is preceded by 
acido sis which may be heralded 
by the frequent passag e o f large 
amo unts o f urine and an ino rd­ 
inate 
thirst. 
These 
sympto ms, 
to o , may be igno red by a child. 


In time, ho wev er, he will co m e 
to reco gnize the warning signs 
o f these two co m plicatio ns and 
repo rt them to his parents o r, 
if he is o ld eno ugh, take steps 
to remedy them. 


J uv enile diabetes is no to rio us 
fo r its instability. Such things 
as v igo ro us play in the sun­ 
shine may reduce yo ur child’s 
insulin requirement and keep­ 
ing him in o n a rainy day may 
increas it. Any change in his 
m eal tim e o r his scho o l gym 
perio d will affect his need fo r 
insulin and the number o f cal­ 
o ries in his m eals will need to 
be adjusted to co mpensate fo r 
the change. 


So me parents still make the 
m istake o f withho lding sweets 
fro m a diabetic child. He needs 
his sweets but In carefully cal­ 
culated amo unts g eared to his 
insulin intake, his o utput o f en­ 
ergy and his rate o f gro wth. An­ 
o ther misco nceptio n is that the 
diabetic child is mo re suscepti­ 


ble to infectio n than a no rmal 
child. This is a hazard o f the 
middle-aged diabetic, no t the ju­ 
v enile diabetic. 


Finally 
the 
questio n 
arises 
whether yo u sho uld send yo ur 
child to a diabetic camp. If he 
has no t yet m ade a go o d so cial 
and emo tio nal adjustment to his 
disease the answer 
is yes, 
but 
if he has made such an adjust­ 
ment, let him go to a regular 
camp. After all, the wo rld he 
is go ing to liv e in is no t slanted 
to the diabetic and he will want 
to learn to liv e as nearly a no r­ 
mal life as po ssible.

DES MOINES, Iowa (U P I)~ 
An Illinois man who was freed 
last year after serving 33 years 
in prison in Iowa for murder 
has asked the state legislature 
to give him $15,000 as compen­ 
sation, 
The request came from the 
attorney for Edward J. Far- 
rant, 53, now living in Spring­ 
field. 111. 
Farrant was originally sen­ 
tenced to life in prison in 1932 
after pleading guilty to a first- 
degree murder charge in con­ 
nection with the killing of a 
Des Moines police detective. In 
1965. a federal appeals court 
ruled that Farrant should have 
been given a degree of guilt 
hearing before being sentenced. 
Last June, a degree of guilt 
hearing was held for Farrant 
and it was determined he was 
guilty of second-degree murder 
instead of first degree murder. 
His sentence was reduced to 85 
years and he was released be­ 
cause of time off for good be­ 
havior. 
His attorney, Clyde E . Her­ 
ring. Washington, D.C., said Far- 
rant’s release last year “ did not 
alter the actual fact of his il­ 
legal commitment. 
“ I sincerely believe that the 
passage of an appropriation to 
reimburse him in the amount of 
$15,000 is a belated but proper 
step to take,” Herring said in 
a letter to Sen. Joseph Cole­ 
man, D-Clare, chairman of the 
Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee. 
Herring’s request was brought 
up Tuesday at a meeting of the 
Senate 
Judiciary 
Committee, 
which decided to ask the Wash­ 
ington attorney to appear before 
it at a later date. 
Herring, 
a 
nativa 
Iowan 
whose father had been governor 
of the state, said the U.S. Bu­ 
reau of Prisons told him the 
median length of imprisonment 
.for homicide in th e United 
States is 52 months. 
“ Had a proper and legal sen­ 
tence been imposed, Farrant 
would not have had to spend 
his entire youth and adult life 
in an Iowa penitentiary for a 
crime 
that 
was 
not proven 
against him and under a sen­ 
tence that offered no chance of 
parole,” Herring said. 
Herring said the Iowa Legis 
lature should compensate Far­ 
rant “ at least for the decades 
of anxiety which he and his 
loyal family underwent trying 
to obtain a proper hearing and 
annulling the illegal commit­ 
ment to the Iowa State Peni­ 
tentiary.” 
Herring, 
a 
son 
of former 
Iowa Gov. Clyde Herring, is a 
former member of the Federal 
Trade Commission.

Southpa w Psy chology 
Actua lly , there a re a few pla c­ 
es where it is distinctly a n a sset 
to be leftha nded, such a s in some 
fields of sport. 
A southpa w* pitcher is thus in 
grea t dema nd, a s well a s a lefty 
slugger, too. 


But much of our modem m a­ 
chinery 
is designed 
for right- 
handed folks, and so are the one- 
arm school seats. 
Thus, it is often wise to re­ 
train your child so he will prefer 
his right hand. 
The ma in rea son why a child 
uses one ha nd more tha n the 
other when he is old enough 
to wa lk, is the fa ct the pre­ 
ferred ha nd ha s been ex ercised 
more times since birth. 
And even before birth! 
For 
one 
theory 
about 
left- 
handedness is based on the fact 


tha t during the la st month the 
ba by is in the womb, it is hang­ 
ing hea d downwa rd. 
And 
if 
its 
left shoulder 
is 
mea nwhile pressed 
against 
its 
mother’s pelvis, that hand will 
obviously get less exercise. 
During its stay in the mother’s 
womb, the baby moves its arms 
and legs quite often, and about 
equally. 
But if that 
left arm is 
im­ 
prisoned 
somewhat 
during 
the 
last month of pregnancy, obvious­ 
ly the right hand will get more 
use. 
Which 
may help explain why 
alxnit 95 per cent of people are 
righthanded in contrast to 5 per 
cent who are southpaws. 
After birth, moreov er, when 


a n a dult tries to sha ke ha nds 
with a ba by , he rea ches for the 
infa nt’s right ha nd a nd thus 
ex ercises it. 
Anything, therefore, which will 
give one hand more action than 
the other, will thus produce a 
lefty vs. a righthandcd child. 
Suppose, for example, that at 
the moment the arms form on 
the unborn baby, we assume that 
each arm has not yet been used 
The two arms would thus have 
a ratio of 0:0, but if the right 
arm were waved around in utero 
1.000 times 
to 900 for 
the left, 
you can see why that right hand 
would be favored after birth 
Lefthanded people have often 
been in great demand, for King 
David had an entire company of 


sha rpshooters, all of whom wert 
lofthanded. 
But 
in cha nging 
a toddler 
from use of the left ha nd to 
the right, just a v oid y elling a t 
him. Don’t check his choice of 
tha t left ha nd by 
threa ts! 
Instead, deftly offer him ob 
jects on his right side* to heir 
produce greater use 
of his right 
hand 
When 
he 
walks 
beside 
you 
hold him by the left hand sr. 
the right hand will be free tc 
wave around or touch objects 
or 
pick up things. 
And by all means maintain 
a 
calm, serene family atmosphere, 
for stuttering is usually 
a result 
of emotional agitation and social 
shame or humiliation.

Th e first con­ 
tact with poison iv y , or th e first 
few contacts, will bring no re­ 
action wh atev er. Th e body ’s de­ 
fense against it th en may cru m­ 
ble and th e nex t contact will 
bring rapid reaction. 
In a test with infants, none 
sh owed any resu lt wh en ex posed 
to minu te q u antities of poison iv y 
resin at birth . Six weeks later, 
7 5 per cent were sensitiv e. 
You can’t get an iv y reaction 
ju st being near it. You mu st tou ch 
it or someth ing it h as tou ch ed, 
like a pants leg. 
It can cau se any th ing from a 
sligh t rash to widespread inflam­ 
mation and blisters. Scratch ing, 
of cou rse, spreads it. 
Mo st v io lent reactio ns co me 
fro m the smo ke o f the burning 
plant.
